FARMERS TO ENTER

Lethbridge, Alta., Sept.—Regina, “the 
City of Courage” of the Saskatchewan 
prairies, is a prospective candidate for 
the 1913 Dry-Farming Congress, and, ac- 
cording to Prof. H. N. Thompson, weed 
commissioner of the province, who has 
had charge of the arranging for and col- 
lecting of the provincial exhibit, she will 
be in the running througout. 

“We have had a great mistortune, it is 
true,” said Prof. Thompson, who visited 
Lethbridge last week to select the space 
required for the provincial exhibit,“but we 
are undaunted and ure sincere in our inten- 
tion to contest for the next Dry-Farming 


Congness. We feel that we have done a 


great deal to aid this great movement, 
for we are in a region where dry-farming 
is practiced on a large scale most succ- 
essfully, and we have a large number of 
enthusiastic dry-farmers. We have given 
Lethbridge our loyal support; we have 
arranged early in the season for the fin- 


est exhibit ever collected and staged by 


our government, and we are bringing it 
direct from Toronto exposition to Leth- 
bridge. We require 2,500 square feet of 
space to set this exhibit up, and it has 
been alloted us in a very choice location 
in the main exposition building. 

“But we are after more than the next 
congress; we want all of the fine machine- 
ry priezs, and what is more, we honestly 
believe we are going to get ihem. We 
shall have at least 20 board of trade ex- 
hibits; that is, district displays, containing 
almost everything immaginable, and all 
elaborately decorated. Then, too, there 
will be a dozen or more individual farm- 
ar’s exhibits on a large scale, 125 to 135 
different individual farmers’ entries in the 
grain, grasses and vegetable classes, and 
what is most important of all, upwards of 
100 grain growers will enter in the classes 
that have as a sweepstake prize the $2500 
Rumley traction engine.

the interests of the state. There is no 
toleration for the loafer. Begging is 
prohibited by the law, and vagrancy is 
classified as a crime. 

If an unemployed person does not 
| make a serious effort to find work the 

authorities will find it for him, and 

he 1s compelled to perform it. If be 


refuses he ts placed in the workhouse, | 
where strict discipline {s maintained ) 


| and every inmate is required to work 
to hig full capacity, receiving therefor 
his board and lodging and from 5 to 
10 cents a day in wages.

‘BATTLES ON BLOODY ISLAND. 


This Notorious Fighting Ground Was 
| the Scene of the Two Duels Between 
Benton and Lucas—Rules of the 
| Geyer-Kennerly Meeting. 


The geegraphies used in the schools 

today do not show Bloody isiand, a 
One time nvtorious dueling resort in 
\the Missisxipp! river near St. Louis. 
| The spot rewains, but it is no longer 
en island $it cow ts uw part of East 
| Bt Louta 

The opprobrious title was derived 
from the many sanguinary enconn- 
ters which took piace on the island. 
Here it was that the fatal affaire 
Ghonneur between Thomas H. Ben- 
ton and Charles H. Lucas took place. 

One day in 1816 these two men en- 
gaged in trying a lawsuit, one repre 
senting the plaintiff and the other the 
defendant Lucas was twenty-five 
years old, son of a judge and the dis- 
trict attorney of the territory. Benton, 
too, was well known and later became 
United States senator Lucas won the 
case. His opponent accused him of 
Juggling with the evidence. The ac- 
cusation was resented, and it was re 
sponsible for a challenge issned by 
Renton. Lucas refused to fight, say- 
ing that he could not be beld account- 
able for defending his client 

Bad blood ensued, and from time to 
time the two men the next year often 
engaged in harsh words. Finally on 
an election day Benton questioned 
Lucas’ right to vote, saying that the 
other had not paid bis taxes. It irked 
Lucas, who Inter referred to bis enemy 
as a “puppy.” This appellation was 
too much for Kenton, who again chal- 
Jenged Lucas to a duel. This time the 
challenge was accepted. 

The two men met on Bloody tsland 
Aug. 12, 1817 The encounter took 
place at a distance of thirty feet. Lu- 
cas fell with a bullet in bis neck upon 
the exchange of shots. Upon the ad- 
vice of seconds Lucas declared himself 
satisfied Tbe men shook hands und 
went to their bomes. The wound was 
Dot dangerous. A few days later the 
two men met on the street again, and, 
like two achvolboys, another fight was 
planned. This time it was to be ata 
distance of only ten feet. Lucas was 
mortally wounded Benton was unin- 
jured. He approached the dying man, 
according to custom, and expressed his 
sorrow. Lucns flashed fortb an accu- 
sation of murder, but a few minutes 
later before dying be recanted and ex- 
pressed his forgiveness. 

But the first due! that ever took 
place on Bloody island was fought ip 
1810 betweep Dr. Farrar and James A. 
Graham. One of Dr. Farrar’s friends 
challenged Graham, but the challenge 
was refused op the ground that Far- 
rar’s friend was not a gentieman. Dr. 
Farrar was then under obligation to 
defend the honor of his friend. This 
challenge was accepted, and as a re 
sult Graham was severely tpjured and 
died after months of suffering 

A second due! on Bloody island oc- 
curred in 1816 between Captain Henry 
8. Geyer and Captain George H. Ken- 
nerly, both veterans of the war of 
1812 Captain Geyer was for many 
years a jeuder in Missouri politics and 
one of the state’s most able lawyers. 
Kennerly was wounded at the second 
fire and rewained a cripple for Iifc 

There were many other duels fought 
here between some of Missouri's early 
statesmen and pioneers. A few of the 


encounters were the Thomas Hemp- 
stead-Joshua Harton duel in 1816, the 
Martin-Ramsey affair in 1518, the 


Reynoids-Brown, Wailker-Marmaduke 
and Pettus-Biddle 

While duels would not be counte 
| nanced under any consideration today, 
| it must be remembered that at this time 


| they were almost as common among 


| men as fights among schoolboys If a 
|man felt that bis hovor bad been im- 
| peached tp any way the popular thing 
| to do was to settle it by a duel, pistols 
| being used in nearly every instance 


There was a certain unwritten “code” 
observed For instance, tp the duel 
| between Geyer and Kennerly the fol 
lowing were the rules: 

The ground shail be measured off 
to six paces 

The gentlemen shall stand back to 
back at the distance of six yards from 
each other 

At the word “March” the gentlemen 
shall immediately step off three paces 
and turn and fire witbout further or- 
der 

If either party reserves his fire aud 
continues to take alm after the other 
has fired be shall be shot instantly by 
the adverse second 

The seconds shall decide by lot whicb 
gives the word 

The only words shall be, “Are you 
rendy?” and, being answered In the af- 
| firmative, the word “March” shall be 
the order for stepping off and turning 
| and tiring as above stated 

‘The weapons smoothbure pistols. 
The pistols to be delivered cocked to 
the gentlemen after they have taken 
thet: places and to be held hanging 
down by the side until after the word 
“March.” 
| One can readily see why Bloody ts- 
| land should become a popular spot for 
duels First it was near St. Louts, the 
| largest town tp the state. The island, 
| being in the middle of the river, was 
more or less secinded, and also the 
ground was neutral, as neither Missou- 
/rt nor Uinols had jurisdiction over it, 
| Bloody island passed out of existence 
| about 1860, when dikes were built and 
it was linked with Illinois or East St 
Louis. Kansas City Times,
